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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 17 and 20-30 are pending as amended 4/17/08. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 17 and 20-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US 4,801 ,382 to Kemmelmever in view of Fleck (US 5,01 5,375) or Solomon (US 
4,552,656) 

Kemmelmeyer teaches the claimed filter device as claimed as shown in the first 
office action of 10/23/07. 

The newly added amendment to claim 17 recites the inner ring sealing surface 
and outer ring sealing surface as roughened, which is not taught by Kemmelmeyer. 
However, having the sealing surfaces roughened to improve the seal quality is well 
known in the art, and would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. References 
Fleck and Solomon are provided as evidences of such teaching. Fleck teaches 
roughening the seal surfaces for improving the seal - see column 6, lines 20-31 . 
Solomon teaches roughening or serrating the seal surface to prevent slip - column 4, 
lines 19-35.
